Baruch foresees for 1949 o “slight 
increaso"-In the <dollar volumo. of 
U.S. exports-to the rest of the world, 
with perhops on sight decreaso in 
physical volume because’ of higher 
priccs. Tho 1948 total will be about 
$12,500,000,000.

_ RALLY IN 
NY: STOCKS 


New York, Jan I—New York 
stocks hid a miniature year-end 
rally in the Iast week of 1048, thus 
bearing out the 50-year market 
tradition. 

Trading increased on the recovery, 
but the higher volume of business 
was a3 much representative of sales 
for establishing ‘tax losses or profits 
as for buying for long account. Tax 
sales for profits were especially 
heavy on Thursday. Later many 
cosh transactions reficcted’ profits 
realising, Tho -Ust was helped along 
by a sizable rally on Wednesday,

Ultllitles made gains on Thursday 
on the belief .that the group was 
oversold in post-clection Uquidating. 

There was 
selective buying of many individual 
issues, notably high-priced chemical 
stocks, which helped to sustain the

While stocks were making small 
recoveries, industry was setting all- 
tlme records in many Ines, : Steel 
operations for the year sct a peace- 
time record. The. automobile In- 
dustry’s output for 1948 rose to the 
second highest In all history. 

Records were set up by such im- 
portant lines ag electricity, 
petroleum, retail trades, gasoline 
and construction.

Gains were’ noted in bank clear 
Ings, commercial Ioans, currency in 
circulation and gold stocks..
